birth place of Wm. Jennings Bryan, at 
Salem. 111. ; first bouse ever erected in 
old Indiana Territory, at Vincennes; 
the place where President Wm. Henry 
Harrison was born; tbe house iu which 
President Benjamin Harrison was 
born, ii'-ar N .iili Bend; tlie house 
where Will. Henry Harrison afterward 
lived ; the tomb of Wm Henry Harri- 
son; the demonstration in Cincinnati 
over the reception of the Spsnish can- 
non from the Oqnendo bsttleship; and 
finally passed within one mile of 
Bodnetrnx-o, the fifst aettlesaent in 
Kentucky. All tbeae plaeraaraon tbe 
Hue of railn>»d over which Prof. Sears 
came fiom Missouri. 

Not the leas; notable spectacle was 
the tornado that devastated .Mi-ssouri 
Thursday April 'JTi. Prof. Sears, from 
hi&^diool at Albany saw the ominous 
storm clond cross the sky above tiis 
county. Gentry, snd later traverse it 
again, inflirtiog eontparatively smsll 
iJamaiwi there. Bnt at KirksvUle, 
Mo., and at Newton and elsewhere 
hundreds of lives were hist, thousands 
were injured, and countless hollies 
desfidye'l. He pronounces this the 
worst calamity of its nature that ever 
visited Missouri, excepting the St. 
Ijouis cvclone about four years afro. 

Iu order to obtain a partial idea of 
the devastation wrouitht we append 
thib extract from a tei^traphie report 
of the storm's havoc at Kirksville: 

"Marcus Ward's Youuk I..adie8' Semi- 
nary was a couple of hnmlred yards east 
of the storm's path. .\ hotel building 
close to it was demolished. A score of 
tcnests stood upon the porticos and in 
the diniiiL-rooins of the .Still House, 
half a mile we.st of tho storm's path, 
and saw it sweep majestically through 
tbe town, terrified at the manifestation 
of ruin and death it was wreaking:. 
Roofs blew ahead of the blast like 
leaves, seemingly far in front of the re- 
volving' snout of dun clond stuff, and a 
full hundred yards in the sky. Now 
and then a ^-real brancliintr tree would 
toss up in the arms of the hia.st hiKli 
over the city and spin on ahead like a 
wheat strsw out of a thrashing machine. 
People are found ou every side who 
tell of seeing human forms sweeping 
skyward as birds, and from tbe list of 
missing among l^ast Side fuollies tbe 
story seems credible."
